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1he Position of General Grant.

Tae premature bringing forward of General
(Girant's pame 53 & oandidate for the Presi.
dency, by s set of mercenary politicians in
New York, who desire by that device to mo-
nopolize favors at his hands should he su(-'cam'l,
has precipitated a disenssion of the General's
political position, fu which considerable noer-
bity of feeling has already been displayed, and
that cortainly has not, in any degree, improved
his chances for the Republioan nomination. It
{2 quite probable that full justios ia not done
to the real position of General Grant in these
disoussions, Every man must be judged, to a
certain extent, by his own standard. (reneral
Grant has never set himself up as a speech-
maker. His reticenoe, sofar as public addresses
are conoerned, hias been habitusal and of long-
gtanding. Itcould not reasonably be expeoted,
thorefore, that he should mount the rostrum,
and in a formsl spesch make known his po-
litical views. And yet, really, as to the great
dividing line of our politics, General Grant's
position Las been clear and well defined, The
animating prineiples whioch divide parties now
are identical with those which divided them
during the war. All of our issues are
guch 88 have naturally developed out of
the issues involved in that struggle. It
is true that some men who labored and
fought with the Union or Republican party
during the war have now gome over to the
Demooracy, but their numbers are not large,
and it i they, and mot the Demooracy, who
have changed. The Democratic leaders are the
pame as during the war—the Pendletons, the
Vallandighams, the Seymonrs, the Woods, the
Blacks, the Clymers, ate. Their principles are
the same. Now, in regard to this whole class
of politicians, their schemes, their policy, their
charaoter, General Grant’s position has never
been equivocal. Ha has always manifested for
them the most undisquissd contempt and aversion.
He sanctioned the very measures during the
war which called out their most envenomed
opposition, and on several occasion he has ex-
pressed himself as in favor of severer repres-
sive measurea towards their acta of disloyalty
than were adopted. A “‘Copperhead’ has
been General Grant's peculiar aversion. In
our political contest last fall, when the Demo-
orats were so assiduously endeavoring to make
capital ont of his presence with the President
during his memorable stumping tour, the
General took oconsion to let his position in re-
gard to this subject be clearly understood.

As to General Grant’s position nupon the
fundamental issues of our politics, we think,
therefore, no man has any ground for donbt.
Nor do we think that recent events have
afforded just cause for imputing to him any
adhesion to or endorsement of President John-
son's policy, It is true he accepted the posi-
tion of Beoretary of War ad interim, upon the
temporary suspension of Secretary Stanton.
But the President had, prima facie, the right
of suspension under the Tenure of Office bill,
General Grant could not, therefore, have pre-
vented the suspension. But when he relisved
Secretary Stanton he took care to emphatically
endorse his administration, and in such form
a8, under the oircnmstances, was a direct re-
flection upon the President for suspending him;
for if Becretary Stanton had conducted the
affairs of the War Department in the manner
indioated by General Grant, then the Presi-
dent had no sufficient and just caunse for his
suspension,

In the case of Bheridan’s removal, we find
Geueral Grant still more openly opposing the
President. He protested in writing against
the removal. But the President had the power
to order it, and did order it. Grant publishes
the President’s order, that the responsibility
of the act may be fixed upon the proper party.
But when it comes to giving instruotions to
the new commander, General Grant then
épeaks in his own nawe, and by the authority
specially oonferred upon him by Congress.
And what does he say! Why, his very firat
order is an endorsement of every official act
done by General Bheridan, and a command to
General Thomas to0 comtinue all of General
Sheridan's erders in force until specially
modified by Grant himself! No more emphatic
or suthoritative condemnation of the Presi.
dent's course in removing Gensral Sheridan
could be desired, No more emphatic endorge-
ment of Bheridan’s course conld have been
given. The very acts which the conservatives
have besn condemuing in General Bhe
and which Involve the essence of the wholg
reconstruction policy of Congress, are thus
publicly and officially assumed by General
Grant 88 his own, This is the more significant
as Congress, during its late session, formally
endorsed General Bherldan’s administration,
thus drawing the line between him and the

President so plainly that none could mistake
it. Grant now adds his testimony, and ranges

himself alongside of Congress. This one act i3

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Why We Are Opposed to Matoh Gamens,
At the commencemant of the games of base-
ball botween the Athlstio Club of thia oity and
their various New York rivals, wa axpressed a
regret at the revival of these contests for
obampionghip, and characterized them as
‘‘dissipations” and tending to Immorality.
Beveral of our readers hava objected to our
views, and accuse us of opposing “‘healthy
recreation’’ and “out-door sporta caloulated to
strengthen the physique of the players.” Now
wo do not desire to be misunderstood on the
subject, for the experience of the past two days
has only confirmed us in our opinion already
expressed. We are heartily and entirely
opposed to such games as have been played
this week in New York city. We are at the
same time as enthusiastio in favor of all “fout-
door sports' as any of the members of any of
the clubs in our country. We would have
exeroise given to our young men. We would
encourage the formation of base-ball
olubs, and wounld like to ses them
play often and play well. But we do not
favor an excess in base-ball any mors than we
do in any other ueeded recreation. Anything,
be it ever so useful and proper itself, if oar-
ried too far becomes injurious; and base-ball
is not an exception. Last spring we depre-
cated the continual demnands mads by clubs
and employés for permission to play games
two or three afternoons in the week. It is
robbing the employer, and oarrying the good
go far that it becomes an evil. And to-
day we are opposed to the match games
beosuse of the waste of time and
money they oocoasion to the player, and be-
caunse they are fostering a spirit of gambling
that is calculated to do nothing but harm.
So far as the “‘healthy exercise'' is concsrned,
there would be just as much of it, and with
just as much benefioial effect, if the Athletics
had stayed in Philadelphia and played their
neighbors. The expense to some must
be of course heavy. HEach man must ex-
pend no small snm, and many of them are
not 80 situated as to warrant any such waste,
while it must necessarily remove them from
their business for an enlire weak, and thus
deprive themselves or their employers of what
should b devoted to work, A spirit of roving
and exvitement is engendered, and all the good
neutralized by the nervous state in which
they are kept through the eutire game. So
much for our first ground of opposition,

In the second place, it causes an immense
amount of gambling—betting being as essen.
tial to such games as bats or pitchers. The
recent game in New York between the Athle-
tict and the Matuals was the ococasion for an
immense amount of money changing hands.
It seems to be taken as & matter of conrse
that such a contest should cause heavy wagers
on the result. All the New York papsrs cen-
our in stating the sums lost and won, and the
variations as the game progressed. The New
York Tribune, speaking of the match, says:—

*“Thegeneral Impression among the fraternlty
in this loculity was that the Matuals would be
the victors In the mateh, and Lhose of Lhe
‘sports' of the oity who are never so hs,)mr (e
when they can find a favorable opportunity for
Investing their stamps in wagers, were not
glow in offering bets on the Mutuals, even Lo
the extent of glving tempting otds—chances of
which the Phlladelphlans, who came with thelr
pet club, were fully as eager to avall themselves,
especially when odds were offered. Probably
in no mateh this season has there been 80 muon
money Invested In wagers as on this countest,
and hence a feature of the close of the game
Wwns the contrast belwesn the glam, disap-
pointed looks of the backers of the Mutaals and
the exultant smlles of the Phllndelp.nlnmk

""The totals at the close of the elghith Innings
wera left at 18 to 14 in favor of Philagelphis, and
now It was that & revalsion In the market took
place, Athletic stock taking a high leap to a
irremmm position, while Mutual paper wuas
orced to n sale ab s heavy discount.”

Thus it will bs noticed that the idea of bet-
ting on the resnlt is held to be a rational
one, and as much gambling done as is effected
at the Derby, or at a Spanish bull-fight. Wae
hold, therafore, that any sport which oveasions
an indulgence in the crime of gambling isa
wrong which shonld be prevented. While,
therefore, we desire to see base-ball grow in
its influence, and see all the young men en-
gage in it, as we consider it will, if not carried
to an excess, benefit them in health, we must
hold to our expressed opinion, and deem match
games detrimental to business habits and
sound morality. They do no good, and only
onuse lealousies, require an expenditure no-
galled for, pro mote gambling, and waste time,

The Coming of Charles Dickens,
Ax agent of Mr, Dickens has arrived in New
York to make preparations for the arrival of
his principal in this country, and arrange
for a series of lectures and readings to be
delivered by the illustrious novelist. In view
of the experience of the past visit of the
author of “Pickwick Papers,’” and the manner
in which he reciprocated the ocourtesies
showered upon him by the American people,
the guestion naturally arises, How shall he
be received ¥ When some twenty years ago
he was amongst us, he was feted and feasted
withont stint, He was lionized and idolized.
Hospitality without measure and without
prios was lavished npon him, and he accepted
all the offers of friendship given him by our
people. He returned to Great Britain, and
how did he requite our courtesy?

Doar 8ir:—In consideration of the great banasfit
my ohild derived from the use of your " Worm
Sugar Drops,” [ deem It my duly togive you this
testimontal, feeling that I will be doing but an
aot of justiceto you as well as to the pablie,
For about three montus prior to June 9, 1867,
my child, who {8 in his sixth year, had been a
